It 
was just as necessary to allow him time to 
secure f counsel as to give him any 
counsel at all; and this we say without wish- 
ing to cast the slightest imputation upon “Mr. 
Borts or his associate, who have conducted 
themselves, so far a8 appears, with even gen- 
erous propriety. 

A. motion made for an adjournment on Sat-

Now, without the slightest 
wish to ridicule the apprehensions of Virginian 
females, or. the home-sickness of uxorious 
jurymen, we must say we think these two are 
about as extraordinary reasons as ever were 
forwardfor refusing to a prisoner’s counsel 
& few hours. for sleep before addressing the 
jury upon evidence which he had not arrived in 
time to‘hear. The apprehensions of the ladies 
were absurd. Mr. Hunrer, as a man of sense, 
not to say a lawyer, knew them to be ab- 
surd ; the Court knew them to be absurd; and 
to allow them to be introduced into a judicial 
proceeding, as something which should affect 
the Judge’s decision on a point of 
great interest to the prisoners, was, to say 
the. least,' extremely improper. Nor was 
the desire of the jurymen to get home a whit 
more pertinent: to the subjects under discus- 
sion, “A Judge who should allow any such con- 
to influence him oné*halrebrendth 
in passing on @ prisoner’s rights, would make 
himself and his court, ridiculous.as well as
